WAS A LARGE lURNOUT. 


Two Delegatiocs Frrm the First Pre­ 
cinct in Sedalia—Those Who 
Weie Chosen. 


The democrats of Pettis county 
held their precinct primaries in the 
county yesterday afternoon and in 
the city last night, to elect a new 
central committee and select dele­ 
gates to the county convention at 
the court house tomorrow forenoon 
at II o’clock, when candidates for 
the 
county and township 
offices 
will be nominated. 
The results in 
the city, and in the county as far 
as heard from, follow : 


i^lrst Precinct. 
The mce ng was called to order 
at the city 
council chamber 
by 
Hon. W . D. Steele, who read a 
letter from Bell Hutchinson, former 
committeeman, 
but 
now of 
the 
Fourth ward, directing him (Steele) 
to officiate as temporary chairman. 
For chairman, ex-Sheriff J. C . 
Williams 
nominated 
Mr. 
Steele 
and Hon. John T. Heard 
placed 
C apt. T . C. tiolland 
in nomina­ 
tion. 
Mr. Heard said there were two 
printed tickets in the field, it ap­ 
peared, one for Cashman delegates 
and the other for Barnett delegates 
to the county convention, and he 
moved that the chair name a teller 
from each side to count the vote for 
chairman. 
The chair named Messrs. Heard 
and Williams as tellers, and a ris­ 
ing vote was taken on the e’ection 
of a presiding officer. 
Mr. Williams claimed that the 
vote showed 33 for Mr. Steele, not 
counting the latter gentleman, and 
32 for Capt. Holland,but Mr. Heard 
challenged the correctness of the 
report of the vote and 'asked that 
new tellers be appointed and the 
vote again counted. 
Mr. Steele declined to entertain 
the motion, ruling that Mr. Heard 
was out of order, and without fur­ 
ther delay called fur nominations 
for secretary. 
D . E . Kennedy was nominated, 
and, as there was no opposition, he 
was elected by acclamation, on mo­ 
tion of Mr. Heard. 
Chairman Steele said the meet­ 
ing had been caPed for the election 
of seven delegates to the county 
convention and the selection of two 
precinct committeemen, and nomi­ 
nations for delegates were in order. 
J. C . W illiams moved that the 
following 
gentlemen,

be elected:

The chair held that Mr. Heard 
was again out of order, and said 
that one name could not be substi­ 
tuted for another. 
Mr. Heard replied that his mo­ 
tion 
merely 
provided 
that 
one 
ticket should be substituted for an­ 
other, but Mr. Steele stood by his 
original position. 
The chair stated that a vote on 
the Cashman ticket was the next 
order of business, and Mr. Heard 
moved 
that the delegates be re­ 
quested to step forward and de­ 
posit their ballots for or against 
the delegates named by Mr. W il­ 
liams. 
The motion was not entertained 
by Mr. Stteie, who for the third 
time ruled that Jvlr. Heard was out 
of order, and a viva voce vote was 


ordered taken on the election of 


the Cashman delegates. 


The vote appeared to be about

evenly divided, but Mr. Steele re- 
marked that the ayes appeared to 
have 
it, and 
then held that the 
ayes were in the majority, despite 
the protests of the opposition. 
A dozen Barnett men were on 
their feet in an instant, and claimed 
that 
they 
had 
not been treated 
fairly by the chair, but Mr 
Steele 
stated that the election of two pre­ 
cinct committeemen was the next 
order 
of 
business, 
whereupon 
Heard and his followers 
an­ 
nounced that they would not stand 
for what they termed such “ 
high­ 
handed proceedings,” and they left 
the hall, stating that they would 
proceed to some nearby place and 
hold another meeting. 
^ir. Steele and his followers of­ 
fered DO objection to the departure 
of the gentlemen, and after they 
had filed out of the hall Messrs. J. 
C. Williams 
and 
H . K . 
Bente 
were elected precinct committee­ 
men, after which the meeting ad­ 
journed. 


Ten minutes later the advocates 
of Mr. Barnett 
returned 
to the 
council chamber and 
the second 
meeting was called to order by Mr. 
Heard. 


On motion of W . H. Powell, 
Capt. T , C , Holland was chosen 
chairman, 
after 
which 
W . 
H. 
Ritchey was elected secretary. 
Mr. Heard arose and said that 
Mr. Steele’ s treatment of the Bar­ 
nett followers at the previous meet­ 
ing was unjust, and the action of 
the meeting was not an expression 
of a majority 
of 
those 
present. 
They had 
returned, he 
said, 
to 
elect seven delegates to the county 
convention and two precinct com­ 
mitteemen, and he moved that the 
Barnett delegation printed above 
be elected. 
A vote was taken on the motion 
and it prevailed with a single dis­ 
senting voice, 44 denaocrats voting 
in the affirmative. 
W . H. Powell and E. W . Shultz 
were elected precinct committee­ 
men and the meeting adjourned.

Sat­ 
urday, Perry Bowman, a section 
laborer of this city, was crushed 
beneath a car and killed, and sev­ 
eral persons were injured.

have reported injuries, none seri­ 
ous, and almost everyone on the 
train was slightly bruised.

Then the work of cutting weeds 
and cleaning the city should be 
completed before the opening day 
of the State Fair, and an efficient 
street force should be at work ev ery 
night of fair week . 
The wise, progressiv e business 
firm, too, will see the wisdom of 
putting its store or shop in the 
best possible condition to fav orably 
impress v isitors.

Inv entor Liv es in Yell Cou nty , Ar- 
kansas, and £ ead s and Writes 
With Difficu lty . 


J. S. Grimes, a mechanic, who 
was born in Yell cou nty , Ark., 
and can barely read and write, ex ­ 
hibited a perpetu al motion machine 
in the office of the Kansas City 
Jou rnal Frid ay night that ran for 
hou rs with no other power than 
that fu rnished by the machine it­ 
self. 
The inv ention is remarkably sim­ 
ple, bu t it is the resu lt of 
six 
y ears’ work. 
Grimes first took a circu lar piece 
cu t from a thick boaid and trimmed 
d own the ed ge to resemble a circu ­ 
lar switchback railway . 
In the 
center of this board he fastened a 
second circu lar board on a steel 
post that fit into a ball-bearing 
bicy cle ax le. 
To the top board was fastened , 
by means of a rod , a small wheel, 
which was so fix ed that it wou ld 
strike at each rev olu tion of the 
u pper board at a point near the 
top of the inclined plane of the 
lower board , the lower board being 
slightly inclined . 
Grimes then placed a weight on 
top of the u pper d isk, placed the 
wheel at the top of the inclined 
plane, released it, and the machine 
began to mov e and continu ed in 
motion u ntil stopped by its in­ 
v entor. 
The machine is started by the 
wheel ru nning d own the incline on 
one sid e. 
This takes the we*ght 
on the opposite sid e away from the 
center of grav ity , and it carries the 
machine arou nd u ntil the wheel 
strikes th e top of the incline again, 
when new force is imparted to the 
rev olv ing u pper d isk. 
Grimes say s he worked for six 
y ears before he d iscov ered a way to 
force the carrier wheel ov er the 
highest point of the circu lar track, 
althou gh the d istance to ov ercome 
was less than one inch. 
A company is being organized to 
ex ploit his inv ention.

He is Franklin S. Vogue, of 
927 Morgan street, and has been 
granted patent No. 705,982 for a 
mail delivery and collection system, 
says the Keokuk, Iowa, Constitu- 
tion-Democrat. 
His patent is something new and 
is a glimpse into the future. 
It is 
an automatic mail man and its pos­ 
sibilities in the'future are wonder­ 
ful to think of. 
The 
scheme 
simply told is 
a 
traveling mail car which gathers 
and delivers mail on its route. 
No 
mao is necessary, and for speed it 
cannot be beaten. 
The invention consists of an ele­ 
vated 
track similar to 
a trolley 
wire, which is covered with a sheet 
iron 
canopy, 
thus protecting 
it 
from rain. A lo n g this track, which 
is to be swung in the air by poles, 
there runs a little car which de­ 
livers mail and gathers it up. 
The inside of the car contains an 
endless chain with various 
com­ 
partments 
for 
the 
mail. 
These 
compartments are adjustable and 
can carry one letter or a hundred. 
The car is run by electricity from 
a certain station and does not re­ 
quire 
attention after 
it is filled 
with mail until it comes back from 
its trip. 
A c various places along its road 
there are to be erected mail boxes. 
W henever tbe car arrives at one of 
these boxes it picks up what mail 
has 
been 
deposited 
there 
and 
empties out any mail carried in the 
car for that station. 
These mail cars can be made in 
any size to suit the i-eeds of 
the 
territory. 
If there are sixty offices 
along the 
route 
there would be 
s'xty compartments in it and the 
automatic mail man would deliver 
h.is mail at each of these places. A 
c ir could be constructed of a size 
rufficient to accommodate hundreds 
.>£ people. 
A newspaper could erect a sys- 
em of this kind, which stops at 
every subscriber’s 
door 
and

The Missouri Pacific has also an- 
nounced one fare rates from J Mis- 
souri points to Sedalia from A u­ 
gust 17 to 22, including train up to 
noon on the 23d. 
Some complaint has been made 
of the chaige of 25 cents for grand 
stand priv ileges at the State Fair. 
Upon inv estigation it will be found 
that the Missouri State Fair is 
probably the most liberally con­ 
ducted in the United States. 
All 
the state fairs and many country 
fairs charge 25 to 5 0 cents each and 
in addition 25 cents for the quarter 
stretch and no free seats are pro­ 
v ided. 
Missouri charges 25 cents 
for a ticket that wdll admit either 
to 
the grand stand or quarter 
stretch or to both and will prov ide 
seats for 2,coo persons that m ly be 
occupied free of charge. 
Most states charge from 25 to 5 0 
cents admission for horse and v c 
h ide— Missouri admits them free. 
A large majority of states charge 
for bedding, while Missouri fur­ 
nishes it without charge. 
Many states charge an entrance 
fee in all ex hibits, including agri­ 
culture, 
horticulture, 
tex tile, art 
and pantry 
store 
departments. 
Others retain 10 per cent of the 
premium won, and a few as high 
as 20 per cent— Missouri admits all 
ex hibits free of charge and pay s her 
premiums in full without any de­ 
ductions. 
A few figures would perhaps 
bring this more clearly to the at­ 
tention of the public and show the 
liberality of the Missouri manage« 
ment. 
Indiana charges 25 cents for the 
grand stand, 5 0 cents for the re­ 
serv ed seats, $1.00 for box seats 
and 25 cents for quarter stretch, 
for ail of which IMissouri only 
charges 25 cents. 
Illinois 
charges 35 
cents for 
grand stand, 25 cents for admission 
of one horse and 5 0 cents for a 
v ehicle and 25 cents for quarter 
stretch, for all of which Missouri 
charges 25 cents. 
Iowa charges 25 cents for grand 
stand, 25 cents for quarter stretch, 
25 cents for one horse, 5 0 cents for 
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a v ehicle and entry fees on liv e 
Stock, for all of which Missouri 
charges 25 cents. 
N ew J ersey charges 5 0 cents for 
grand stand, 
$i.oo for reserv ed 
seats, 25 cents for quarter stretch, 
5 0 cents for one horge and t;o cents 
for v ehicle, while Missouri for the 
same items charges 25 cents. 
When charges made by all other 
fairs are considered, the liberal 
management of the Missouri Fair 
deserv es the highest commenda- 
tion.
